Ref: (a) CIA secret memo regarding subject study dtd 16 Nov 1950* 

1. It is believed that "political alignments 11 and "psychological warfare 
vulner abilities" are subjects for separate consideration. A3. though these 
subjects bear a certain interrelation, combined treatment is c.onsi. lered 
somewhat artificial, stressing psychological warfare vulnerabilities on 
pages 1-5 and degrees of alignment on cages 5-lU. The combination is be- 
lieved to I'esult in a confusion of both factors which diminishes b is use- 
fulness of the paper. 

2. It is recommended, therefore, that IM-3U1 be withdrawn and tha > con- 
sideration be given to separate treatment of each of these subjects in the 
following manner: 

(a) A study of political alignments could be based on much of I ~ 3 i‘l , 
This could then be used for various purposes, including psychological, war 
fare planning. 

(b) A study on psychological warfare vulnerabilities should a ? raised 
on the primary factors of strengths and weaknesses inherent in various 
peoples. This initially should be developed without concern for p .litioe 
orientation, and only later integrated with political, military ant econ- 
omic programs as appropriate. 

3. If, however , the recommends Ion in paragraph 2 above cannot bo accept d 
the following specific recommendations are made: 

(a) Page 1, Section 3, third line •* After "additional" insert "(but 
not rashly" uncle rtaken) - !" ~l I His addition would eliminate any suggestion 1? t 
armed conflict, in the Soviet view, is on a par with other means o' con- 
ducting the Communist-Capital 1st struggle and as easily or lightly nruar- 
taken .

This chart :e woul 
bring the statement more in line with the statement in Section <3 that refe-nt 
ments exist in varying degrees.

(e) page 5> Section 10, first paragraph, last sentence - Delaine, it is 

considered questionable” whether preparation for the "final coni'll <y »'* ro d- - 
sents the "highest priority task." t
